800,000 Find Homes 

One of the most remarkable 
achievements of modern times is 
seen in the action of the Greek Gov- 
ernment, aided by American friends, 
n finding a home for 800,000 out of 
the 1,350,000 refugees in two years’ 
time, Thé work of ‘cofonization' hd& 
gathered momentum in. rérent 
m@nths, and it is predicted thag$:the 
remainder of the refugees who are 
new living in camps or temporary 
homes, will be permanently settled 
during the next vear. America has 
played an important part in this 
werk, having contributed nearly 319,- 
(00,000, for which no return is ex- 
pected. One of the most encourag- 
irg signs of returning prosperity In 
that country is the fact that “Amer- 
kan interests in Greece have now 
progressed far bevond any meérely 
humanitarian considerations.” the 
report stated. It continued: 

Contracts for public works 
Zatine $50,000,000 have heen awarded 
to American firms within a few 
months and American manufactured 
products are in demand in every 
market. American leadership has 
been instrumental in the inauzura- 
tion of several important new indus- 
tries in Greéce, giving employment 
‘to refuge labor. Among them are 
the manufacture of artificial silk. 
the production of attar of roses, and 
the rug-weaving industry. 


Commerce Benefits 


American relief work in the Near 
East has had a favorable reaction on 
trade between the United States-and 
those regions. The report adds: 
Prior to the beginning of Amer- 
ican relief work in Persia, Armenia. 
Turkey, Greece, Syria, and Palestine, 
those countries had been purchasing 
from America about $4,000,00worth 
of materials per Year. whe we 
bought front them-$23,000.000 worth, 
leaving an unfavorable balance of 
$19,000,000 against us. But as the 
result of the relations established 
during recent-.yeacts, thosé countries 
in the past nine “-years have pur- 
chased from America $350,000,000

Eddy began as a very young girl to 
listen for God’s voice; and she never 
ceased to do so. As a result, count- 
‘less thousands can testify to heal- 
ings of every form of human discord, 
through following the Christianly 
metaphysical system which she dis- 
covered, and which she named Chris- 
tian Science.. It is not a ‘miracle to 
hear the voice of God. Everybody can 
hear it; and everybody does hear it 
in varying degree. This degree de- 
pends upon our consecration, upon 
our willingness to clear our thought 
of error. And wrong thinking is re- 
placed by right thinking as we hear 
the voice of God. ; 

Through Christian Science, its ad- 
herents learn to emulate the works 
of Elijah and other inspired prophets, 
including Christ Jesus; and they are 
not disheartened if the full measure — 
of these mighty works is not accom- 
plished at once. They realize that it 
is their work, just as it-was Eltjah’s, 
to listen constantly for God’s com- 
mands, and to obey them. ‘In “The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, and 
Miscellany,” one of her several vol- 
umes, Mrs. Eddy says for the en- 
couragement and enlightenment of 
her students (p. 152): “To-day, if. 
‘ye would hear His voice, listen to 
His Word and. serve no other gods. 
Then the divine Principle: of good, 
that we call God, will be found an 
ever-present help in all things, and 
Christian Science will be under- 
stood.” Obeying this injunction, even 
the neophyte will find that the path- 
way will begin, to open, and he will 
soon yealize.that he is on the way 
to a practical application of Chris- 
tian Science. “Listen to His Word 
and serve no other gods.” How easily 
understood! How practical! And is 
not thts just what Elijah did? 

Whatever has been done can be 
done again. Divine Principle is eter- 
nal; it cannot be set aside; it is as 
available now as in Elijah’s time. 
The requirement iS that we shall 
avail ourselves of it. ‘This we may 
learn to do through the teachings of 
Christian Science, which Mrs. Eddy 
tells us in “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures” (p. 323), “is 
the ‘still, small voice’ of Truth utter- 
ing itself.” And she adds, “We are 
either turning away from this utter- 
ance, or we are listening to it and 
going up higher.”

HEN a young girl decides to, 
redecorate her bedroom, she

making it as novel as possible—in-

Two things are necessary 
to consider, a8 a rule, the cost of the 
work and the simplicity and é¢asé 
with which it can be accomplished.

A tour 
of the shops showed her that she 
could not afford the type of furniture 
she wanted, so she set about achiev- 
ing the desired effect in some 
other way. 

An Original Bed 

A bed, a dressing-table, wall cover- 
ings and curtains there must be. She 
decided, however, that a bedstead 
was not essential and investigated 


the advisability of such a structure 
as she finally achieved. 

She discovered that very often box 
springs are equipped with wooden 
legs atid the bedstead done away with 
entirely. Finding that the legs had 
to be bought and attached, she de- 
cided to ask her father to build a 
wooden foundation of- boards and 
two-by-four studding. The studding. 
was laid together and nailed at the 
corners and the box springs put on 
this frame, which raised the springs 
four inches from the floof. Around 
this her father built for the springs 
an additional protectéon of ‘boards

EDITORIALS 


In an interesting review of economic condi- 
tions in the United States, contained in a fore- 
word to the Year Book 
of the Department of 
Commerce for 1924, 
Herbert Hoover, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, 
broadcasts an encourag- 
ing message of national 
progress and prosperity. 
He assures the Amer- 
ican people that they have little cause for com- 
plaint, and no cause for apprehension, regard- 
ing their country’s economic and industrial 
affairs. Perhaps the matter of most general 
interest, or at least the subject nearest to the 
greatest number of people, is that of profitable 
employment. It is shown that in the period 
under review there was no prevailing condition 
of unemployment that could be regarded as 
serious or distressing—marking a happy im- 
provement over conditions in 1921. It appears 
also that the situation in the first half of the 
present vear is similar to that of last year, the 
recession in employment being inconsequential 
and due solely to so-called seasonal trends. 
American labor, Secretary Hoover finds, is 
enjoying the benefits of greatly increased ef- 
ficiency in industry, and is receiving now the 
highest actual wage in the history of the 
country. 

Despite all contrary forebodings and prophe- 
syings, it is pointed out that agriculture is 
showing at least a partial recovery from three 
years of disheartening difficulties. Price levels 
for agricultural products are somewhat higher, 
indicating the interesting fact that while the 
number of farmers in the United States has not 
decreased since 1914, the number of consumers 
has increased greatly. In the opinion of the 
secretary the average price of all agricultural 
products now approximates the general level of 
commodity prices. 

Summarizing the foreign trade of the United 
states for the year, it appears that an increase 
of 10 per cent in exports is shown, and a de- 
crease of 5 per cent in imports. The totals, in 
the order stated, were $4,591,000,000 and 
$5,611,000,000, respectively. It is pointed out 
that the most permanently significant change 
in export movements was an increase of 7!; 
per cent in manufactured goods as compared 
with the previous year. Merchandise exports 
exceeded merchandise imports by $980,000,000. 

Interesting results and’comparisons indicated 
by the manufactures census taken in 1923 show 
the rapid progress made in industrial efficiency 
and in the elimination of waste. The figures of 
1923, when reduced to a quantitative basis. to 
avoid, as Secretary Hoover explains, the effect 
of the decreased purchasing power of the dollar, 
show that the manufacturing output of the 
United States has increased by fully 60 per 
cent over that of 1914. A substantial gain is 
also shown over the vear 1919. 

From the standpoint of the average wage 
earner a survey of the figures shows that be- 
tween the vears 1914 and 1923 their number 
increased approximately 25 per cent, while the 
total energy represented in horsepower utilized 
increased about 50 per cent. Wages in 1923 and 
1924 were generally maintained at a point 
about 100 per cent higher than in the vear 1912, 
with the cost of living estimated at 70 per cent 
above that of the pre-war level. This, so far as 
figures can prove the case, indicates greater 
prosperity for the wage earner. There is no 
doubt that increased prosperity is being en- 
joved. ‘ 

A people thus circumstanced will not readily 
be influenced by the proponents of any economic 
theory that has not been proved and tried by 
actual human experience. They will not be 
persuaded to believe that they have no effective 
voice in shaping and enforcing helpful and 
progressive social and economic policies. They 
will not listen contemplatively and apprecia- 
tively to the agitators who insist that liberty 
cannot be expressed except through some form 
of licensed indulgence, or by a willingness to 
pay tribute to legalized vice. They are able to 
answer all those who urge them to return to 
former conditions by citing a convincing and 
irrefutable argument supported by their own 
individual and collective prosperity. 
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With the total winter wheat production of 
the United States for this vear showing a 
marked reduction from 
the average crop, and 
the indications that the 
vield of spring wheat 
will be smaller than 
usual, the flour mills are 
facing conditions some- 
what similar to those 
obtaining in the textile 
industry—a capacity for manufacturing far be- 
yond ‘the immediate domestic demand. On the 
authority of reports made by the milling indus- 
try, American mills can grind in six months 
the entire wheat crop of the vear. and the close 
competition for supplying the home market 
must eventually result in enforced idleness for 
many mills for at least a part of the time. A 
few of the large milling companies, that have 
made arrangements for grinding Canadian 
wheat in bond for export, will doubtless be able 
to procure sufficient supplies from across the 
border, as the crop in the northwestern prairie 
provinces promises to be greatly in excess of 
last year’s yield. For most of the small millers 
the conditions imposed by the stringent regu- 
lations governing grinding in bond make it 
impracticable to engage in making flour for 
export from imported wheat, and they will, 
therefore, be unable to find employment for 
their plants in supplying the foreign demand. 

It may surprise some who have read much 
aghinst what are termed “the trusts,” among 
which the “flour trust” is usually conspicuous, 
to learn that there is not now, nor has there 
ever been in the United States, any “trust” or 
combination in the milling industry. There are 
a few exceptionally large mills that have an 
output far greater than their hundreds of 
emailer competitors, but there is nothing in 
the nature of a flour-producing monopoly, nor 
any agreement as to prices at which their prod- 
uct shall be sold. It would be impossible for 
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some, or all, of the existing mills to form a 
price-reculation combine, as new mills would 
be promptly built, and there is no way by which 
they could be prevented from getting a share of 
the raw material—wheat—and entering into 
active competition with existing mills. ‘ 
Even with a return in the near future to 
the bumper wheat crops of the World War 
period, something that is not expected by those 
familiar with conditions in the principal wheat- 
growing stafes, it is by no means certain that 
American millers would be able to regain their 
foreign markets in Europe. Belgium, Holland 
and Germany have substantially increased their 
milling capacity, so that they can supply their 
own need for flour, and even grind for export. 
Germany's proposed tariff tax on wheat will not 
interfere with her ability to export flour, as that 
country has a drawback system under which 
the importing miller is practically given a 
bounty on exported flour. The admitted high 
quality of American and Canadian flour has in 
the past made large foreign shipments possible 
in competition with the product of other lands. 
Whether this superiority can be continued, is 
the problem now confronting American millers,

The picture there presented must have been 
one which seemed like the realization of a dream 
to the matter-of-fact officers and sailors hailing 
from a land where stern realities are more com- 
monliv dealt in.- Thev no doubt had been pre- 
pared, during their brief stop in Hawaii, for 
some such spectacle as that presented. But it 
may be that the romanticism of the Hawaiians 
has been diluted, or at least attenuated, by the 
realism of the people of the mainland. There is 
lacking, in the first islands visited, the stark, 
unblended crudeness of color, customs, habits 
and manners still prevailing among those peo- 
ples who have not been brought into contact 
with the ways of what we somewhat proudly 
refer to as civilization. 

But the language of sincere hospitality needs 
no literal interpretation. The men in khaki and 
white duck were quick to understand that they 
were received as welcome guests. Thev were 
told, by symbols as eloquent as spoken words 
could have been, that the flag they brought 
with them was not the banner of an unfriendly 
people. It embraces within its broad folds the 
freedom-loving peoples of many lands. In_ its 
simple symbolism it carries, even to far-off 


Samoa and its kindly people, a silent blessing and 


plications of the greatest moment to American 


industrial, social and political life. But in a day 
after their publication came other facts that 
increased their meaning manifold. These were 
that other oil companies, beth subsidiaries of 
the Rockefeller corporations and so-called inde- 
pendent concerns; at first astounded at the a-x- 
tion of the New Jersey company, and then real- 
izing the significance of it, had hastened to 
investigate the matter to see how and why the 
change had been made, with the suggestion 
given privately that the other oil corporations 
of the country would probably fall in line behind 
the leader in this progressive step and do like- 
wise. 

The meanings of all this are great and many. 
The public will gradually become aware of them 
as the movement goes forward in the oil indus- 
try. But it is worth while to note some of the 
chief points of significance in the New Jersey 
company’s step at the outset. The effort to do 
away with the twelve-hour workday in the big 
basic industries of the Wnited States has been 
long sustained and accompanied by many diffi- 
culties. It has been associated with much strug- 
gle and at times serious and wasteful conflict 
that Was been extremely costly for all concerned 
—-investors, workers and the public at large. 
The ¢hange, which was resisted by the great 
steel company stubbornly for many vears, has 
only recentiy been put in force in that industry, 
and has proved to be advantageous to all the 
interests involved. It had been tried with suc- 
cess in this and that industry, and by here and 
there a manufacturer, individual and corporate, 
and in practically all cases its value had been 
demonstrated. But progress has been slow and 
not widespread. 

The action of the Standard Oil interests, how- 
ever, under a leadership so conspicuous as that 
of the younger Rockefeller, is more than likely 
to draw the serious attention both of the public 
and of other great corporations to the problems 
involved, to demonstrate on a large scale that 
the shortening of the hours of labor can pe 
accomplished without conflict, to the advantage 
of the industries, the workers and the Nation. 
and to reguit in progress rapidly and by whole- 
sale, rather than haltingiv and in retail meas- 
ure. Therefore, the friends and advocates of 
friendly co-operation between emplovers and 
workers, all believers in the peaceful adjustment 
of differences in industry, all who welcome a 
wider recognition of the human element in 
massed production, will be vastly encouraged by 
the step taken in the oil-producing field. 

It is still another of many recent revelations 
that a new and better day is dawning in modern 
industrialism.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in London 


London, July 17 

The bill to prevent the hunting of tame animals is now 
regarded as assured of becoming law in Britain. This 
long needed measure, which was introduced by Herbert 
Vgilliams, got through the committee stage in the House 
of Commons on Tuesday. It extends the operation of the 
existing Protection of Animals Act to creatures “kept in 
captivity or confinement and released to be hifnted or 
coursed.” The passage of the bill is the outcome of the 
revulsion of public feeling here against such cases as 
that of the tame stag recently hunted on the Kentish 
coast. which took refuge in the sea, where it was rescued 
by French sailors and carried to France, where, the 
representative of The Christian Science Monitor under- 
stands, it is still in sanctuary near Etaples. 


The Government has decided to establish a Commit- 
‘ee of Civil Research which will work along similar 
lines to the already existing Committee of Imperial 
Defense. This committee will be a purely advisory body 
and will have no administrative or executive functions. 
Its-duties will be to study the development of economic, 
statistical and other research in relation to civil policy 
and administration and to define new areas in which 
inquiry would be valuable. The Prime Minister will be 
president of the committee, or, in his absence, a minis- 
ter nominated by him. 

> > 

The effect of unemployment and “the dole” was vefy 
strikingly illustrated recently by John Barns, the Deputy 
Director of Immigration and Settlement at Australia 
House. The occasion was a conference to urge the need 
of greater co-operative effort in Empire immigration. 
Mr. Barns said that when addressing meetings he was 
often. asked. “Is there anv unemployment pay in Aus- 
tralia?’ With that idea abroad, it was not difficult to 
unierstand, he said, why emigration. figures were low. 
He thought that the dole, the giving people something 
for nothing, took away their initiative. He was certainly 
right in saying that it was not due to excessive shipping 
rates, for, with the assisted passages, it was never easier 
for people to emigrate than at present. The emigration 
to the Dominions, however, is lower even than before 
the war. 

+ + 

The last conference of the Institute of Historical 
Research to he held in London was in 1921, and this 
body has been authorized to make the arrangements for 
a similar conference of British and American historians 
in 1926. The 1921 meeting was attended by delegates 
from the universities of Great Britain, the United States 
and Canada, and the various methods of historical teach- 
ing and research were discussed. The outcome of this 
conference was the formation of a committee, which 
bas met regularly and prepared the ground for a further 
meeting. The attendance at the last conference was not 
confined to members of universities only, and was al- 
tended by many unattached eminent historians.
